1. Tn connection with the Helne>Raus lawsuit in which the 
Agency is currently Involved, SR Division Is attempting to locate 
one Napoleonus CERNIUS who Is believed to have information which 
would aid in the defense. Subject is a Lithuanian, tlra son of a 
General CERNIUS of Lithuania’s pre-World War II army, and is 
known to have been inprisoned in a Soviet labor camp In Western 
Siberia in lato 1944 and early 1945, No other Information is 
available on Napoleonus CERNIUS. 

2. Through a Divlsicwi source we have received a lead to a 
fm CERNIUS who is believed to be a son of the General and who 
may be identical with Subject or possibly a brother of Subject.

endanger .future use of the individual in trial proceedings. 
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
